|| OFFICIAL STATEMENT BY SURVIVORS. | 


HE following statement issued 
by a committee of the surviv- 
ing passengers of the Titanic 
was given the press on the ar- 

rival of the Carpathia. 

The statement was signed by Sam- 
uel Goldenberg, chairman, and twen- 
ty-five passengers. 

“We, the undersigned, surviving 
passengers from the steamship Ti- 
tanic, in order to forestall any sensa- 
tional or exaggerated statements, 
deem it our duty to give to the press 
a statement of facts which have come 


to our knowledge and which we be- 


lieve to be true. 

“On Sunday, April 14, 1912, at 
about 11:40 p. m., on a cold, star- 
light night, in a smooth sea and with 
no moon, the ship struck an iceberg 
which had been reported to the 
bridge by lookouts, but not early 
enough to avoid collision, 

Steps were taken to ascertain the 
damage and save passengers and 
ship. 

“ Orders were given to put on life 
belts and the boats were lowered. 

“The ship sank at about 2:20 
a. m. Monday, and the usual distress 
signals were sent out by wireless and 
rockets at intervals from the ship. 

“ Fortunately the wireless message 
was received by the Cunard’s Carpa- 


sengers’ certificate on board the Ti- 
tanic showed approximately 3,500. 
The same certificate called for life- 
boat accommodation for approxi- 
mately 950 in the following boats: 

“Fourteen large lifeboats, two 
smaller boats, and four collapsible 
boats. 

“Life preservers were accessible 
and apparently in sufficient number 
for all on board.

Statement by Ismay. | 


New York, April 18.—(Special)—The 
following statement was made by J. 
Bruce Ismay after his talk with the 
members of the senate committee who 
boarded the Carpathia down the bay: 


In the presence and under the 
shadow of a catastrophe so over- 
whelming my feelings are too deep for 
expression in words I can only say 
that the White Star line, its officers 
and employes, will do everything 
humanly possible to alleviate the 
suffering and sorrows of the survivors 
and of the relatives and friends of 
those who have perished. 


“The Titanic wis the last word in 
ship building. Every regulation pre- 
scribed by the British board of trade 
has been strictly complied with. The 
master, officers, and crew were the 
most skillful in the British service. 


Jam informed that a committee 
of the United States stnate has been 
appointed to investigate the circum- 
stances of the accident. I heartily 
welcome the most complete and ex- 
haustive inquiry, and any aid that I or 
my associates or our builders or navi- 
gators can render ig at the service of 
the public and the governments of 
both the United States and Great 
Britain.

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was plain we ought to be smart away 
from this not to be swamped by it when 
we touched water. 

“We had no officer aboard, nor petty 
officer, nor member of the crew to take 
charge. So one of the stokers shouted: 
‘Some one, find the pin which releases 
the boat from the ropes and pull it up.’ 

“No one knew where it was. We felt 
as well as we could on the floor and sides, 
but found nothing, and it was hard to 
move among so many people—we had 
60 or 70 on board, 


CARRIED UNDER SECOND BOAT. 


“Down we went and presently floated 
with our ropes still holding us, the ex- 
haust washing us away from the side of 
the vessel and the swell of the sea urging 
us back against the side again. 

“The resuitant of all these forces was 
an impetus which carried us parallel to 
the ship’s side and directly under Boat 
14, which had filled rapidly with men 
and was coming down on us in a way that 
threatened to submerge our boat.“ 

‘Stop lowering 14,’ gur crew shonted 
and the crew ‘of No. 14, now only twenty 
feet above, shouted the same. But the dis- 
tance to the top was some seventy feet 
and the creaking pulleys must have dead- 
ened all sound to those above, for down 
it came—fifteen feet, ten feet, five feet, 
and a stoker and I reached up and touched 
her swinging above our heads. ‘The next 
drop would have brought it on our leads, 
but just before it dropped another stoker 
sprang to the ropes with his knife. 


STOKER CHOSEN TO COMMAND. 


One,“ I heard him say, ‘two,’ as his 
knife cut through the pulley ropes and 
the next moment the exhaust stream had 
carried us clear while boat 14 dropped 
into the water into the space we had the 
moment before oceupied, our gun wales 
almost touching. 

“We drifted away easily as the oars 
got out and headed, directly away 
from the ship. The/crew seemed to me 
to be mostly cooks in white jackets, two 
to an oar, with a stoker at the tiller. 
There was a certain amount of shouting 
from one end of the boat to the other and 
discussion as to which way we should go, 
but finally it was decided to elect the 
stoker who was steering captain, and for 
all to obey his orders. 

Ille set to work at once to get into 
touch with the other boats, calling to them 
and getting as close as seemed wise so 
that when the search boats came in the 
morning to look fur us there would be 
more chance for all to be rescued by keep-

an ideal night except for the bitter cold 
for any one who had to be out in the 
middle of the Atlantic ocean in an open 
boat and if ever there was a time when 
such a night was needed surely it was 
now with hundreds of people, mostly 
women and children, afloat hundreds of

miles from land. 

The captain stoker told us that he had 
been at sea twenty-six years and had never 
yet secn such a calin night on the Atlantic. 

As we rowed away from the Titanic we 
looked ba¢k from time to time to watch it, 
and a more striking spectacle it was not 
possible for any one to see. 


SHIP’S LIGHTS WINK OUT. 


In the distance the Titanie looked an 
enormous length, its great bulk outlined 
in black against the starry sky, every 
porthele and saloon blazing with light. It 
was impossible to think anything could 
be wrong with such a leviathan were it 
pot for that ominous tilt downwards in the 
bows, where the water was by now up to 
the lowest row of portholes, 

„ Presently, about 2 a. m., as near as I 
can remember, we observed it settling rap- 
idly, with the bows and the bridge com- 
pletely under water, and concluded it was 
now only a question of minutes before it 
went; and so it proved. 

“The Titanic slowly tilted straight on 
end, with the stern vertically upward, and 
as it did the lights in the cabins and sa- 
loons,. which had not flickered for a mo- 
ment since we left, died out, came on again 
for a single flash, and finally went out alto- 
gether. 3 


- MACHINERY GOES THROUGH SHIP. 


“At the same time the machinery 
roared down through the vessel with a 
rattle and a groaning that could be 
heard for miles, the weirdest sound sure- 
ly that could be heard in the middle of 
the ocean, a thousand miles away from 
land. But this was not yet quite the end. 

„To our amazement it remained in that 
upright position for a time which I estimate 
as five minutes; others in the boat say less, 
but it was certainly some minutes while 
we watched at least 150 feet of the Titanic 
towering above the level of the sea and 
looming against the sky. 


HEAR SCREAMS OF DROWNING.

' “ And there was left to us the gently 
heaving sea, the boat filled. to standing 
room with men and women m every 
conceivable condition of dress and un- 
dress, above the perfect sky of brilliant 
stars with not a cloud in the sky, all 
tempered with a bitter cold that made us 
all long to be one of the crew who toiled 
away with the oars and kept themselves 
warm thereby—a curious, deadening, bit- 
ter cold unlike anything we had felt be- 
fore. 

And then with all these, there fell on 
the ear the most appalling noise that hu- 
man being ever listened to—the cries of 
hundreds of our fellow beings struggling 
in the icy cold water, crying for help with 
a cry that we knew could not be an- 
swered. We longed to return and pick up 
some of those swimming, but this would 
have meant swamping our boat, and, 
further, loss of the lives of all of us. 


MEN ATTEMPT TO SING. 


“We tried to sing to keep the women 
from hearing the cries, and rowed hard to 
get away from the scene of the wreck, but 
I think the memory of those sounds will be 
one of the things the rescued will find it 
difficult to efface from memory. We are 
all trying hard not to think of it. 

We kept a lookout for lights, and sev- 
eral times it was shouted that steamers’ 
lights were seen, but they turned out to be 
either a light from another small boat or a 
star low down on the horizon. 

About 3 a. m. we saw faint lights show- 
ing on the sky and all rejoiced to see what 
we expected was the coming dawn, but after 
watching for half an hour and seeing no 
change in the intensity of the light, realized 
it was the Northern Lights, 


SEE LIGHTS OF RESCUER. 


“ Presently low down on the horizon we 
saw a light, which slowly resolved itself 
into a double light, and we watched eager- 
ly to see if the two lights would separate 
and so prove to be only two of our boats 
or whether they would remain together, 
in which case we should expect them to 
be the masthead light and a deck light 
below of a rescuing: steamer. 

To our joy they moved as one an 
round we swung the boat and headed for 
it. The steersman shouted: Now, boys, 
sing,’ and for the first time the boat broke 
into song with ‘ Row for the Shore, Boys,’ 
and for the first time tears came to the 
eyes of us all as we realized that safety 
was at hand. 

‘The song was sung, but it was a poor 
imitation of the real thing, for quavering 
voices make peor songs. A cheer was 
given next, and that was bettet—you keep 
in tune for a cheer. 


BABY GIRL SAVED FROM SEA; 
PARENTAGE IS A MYSTERY. 


Child Found Wrapped in Blanket by 
Titanic Survivors in Lifeboat—No 
Identity Marks. 


New York. April 18.— [Special. Among the 
first passengers off the Carpathia was Miss 
Margaret Hays of 304 West Eighty-third 
street, accompanied by G. M. Turcker Jr. of 
London. Mr. Tucker carried in his arms a 
little blond baby girl, possibly 3 years old. 
When he was asked whose baby it Was he had 
rescued he said he didn't know.

We had drawn away from the Titanic 
and were possibly a half mile away when she 


sank. We found this little girl in the water 
a few feet away from our boat some time 
later.

them. All agree that the engines of the ship 
were stopped immediately after she had

The lifeboats’ crew were made up of stew- 
ards, stokers, coal trimmers, and ordinary | 
seamen. It is sald that the davits were 
equipped with a new contrivance for the 
swift launching of the boats, but that the 
machinery was so complicated and the men 
go unfamiliar with it that they had trouble 
in managing it. 

DESCRIBES DATE OF BUTT. 

Among the first of the passengers to | 
leave the pier were Washington Dodge, his 
wife, and his 7 year old eon, whose large 
eyes shone with excitement from beneath 
the rolls of white muffiers that bound him 
from head to foot. 

A camera man eet off a flashlight directly 
in front of the party, but it only seemed to 
please the little boy.

FIRST WOMAN IN LIFEBOATS. 


Mrs. Dickinson Bishop of Detroit said: 

“T was the first woman In the first boat. 
I was in the boat four hours before being 
picked up by the Oarpathia. I was in bed 
at the time the crash came, got up and 
dressed and went back to bed, being assured 
there was no danger. There were very few 
passengers on the deck when I reaclied there. 
There was little or no panic, and the dis 
cipline of the Titanic’s crew was perfect. 
Thank God my husband was saved also.” 

P. D. Daly of England said he was above 
deck A and that he was the last man to 
scramble into the collapsible boat. He said 
that for six hours he was wet to his waist 
with the icy waters that filled the boat nearly 
to the gunwales. 


MEN PRAISED BY WOMAN. 


One of the few women able to give an 
account of the disaster was Miss Cornelia 
Andrews of Hudson, N. 1. Miss Andrews 
said she was in the last boat to be picked up. 

„The behavior of the men.” she said, 
“was wonderful—the most marvelous I 
have ever beheld.” 

“Did you see any shooting?” she was 
asked. 

“No,” she replied, but one officer did 
say he would shoot some of the steerage 
who were trying to crowd into the boats. 
Many jumped from the decks, I saw a 
boat sink.“ 

Miss Andrews was probably referring to 
thé collapsible boat which overturned, She 
said that the sinking of the ship was at- 
tended by a noise such as might be made 
by the boilers exploding. She was watch- 
ing the ship, she said, and it looked as if 
it blew up; anyhow, it broke in two.

SOUGHT TO CALM WOMEN. 

We helped to. calm some of the women 
and advised them to dress and then set 
about getting them in boats. There seemed 
to be really no reason for it, but it was 
done because it was the safest thing to do. 

“The men went about their task quiet- 
ly. Why should they have done otherwise 
—the shock was so slight to cause such 
ruin, Mr. Woolner and 1 then went to a 
lower outside deck. It was deserted, but 
as we wished to find out what had hap- 
pened we went down a deck. lower. Then 
for the first time did we realize the seri- 
ousness of that twisting which had rent 
the ship nearly asunder. We saw the 
water pouring into the hull and where we 
finally stood water rose to our knees. 

“ Woolner and I decided to get out as 
quickly as we could and as we turned to 
rush upward we. saw sliding down the 
portside of the drowning ship a collap- 
Most of those it contained 
were from the steerage, but two of the 
women were from the first.cabin.

JUMP INTO SWAYING BOAT. 

„Let's not take any chances,’ I shouted 
to Woolner, and as it came nearly opposite 
us, swinging in and out slowly, we jumped 
and fortun&tely landed in it. The boat 
teetered a bit and then swiftly shot down 
to the water. Woolner and I took oars and 
started to pull with all our might to get 
from the ship before she sank, for now 
there was little doubt of what would hap-

“We could see some gathered in the 
steerage, huddled together, as we pulled 
away, and then cries of fear came to us. 

“ We had hardly reached a point a hun- 
dred yards away—and I believe the boat I 
was in was the last to get safely away— 
when the horrible screams came through 
the night and the ship plunged: swiftly 
down. It was so terribly sudden, and then 
there was a vast quiet, during which we 
shivered over the oars and the women cried 
hysterically. Some of them tried to jump 
overboard and we had to struggle in the 
shaky boat to hold them until they quieted 
down. a 

VICTIMS FLOAT TO SURFAOCB. 

% There was little widespread suction 
from the sinking ship, strange to say, and 
shortly after it went down people came to 
the surfacé, some of them struggling and 
fighting to remain afloat, and some were 
very still. But they all sank before we 
could reach them. 

“It was .bitterly cold and most of us 
were partly wet. It seemed hours before 
the Carpathia came up and took us aboard. 
Why, it was so cold that on board the Titanic 
we had been drinking hot drinks as if it 
were winter. The weather was absolutely 
clear, there was not the slightest fog or 
mist.” 

BOILER BLAST SPLIT VESSEL.

“The shock was so light that it did 
not disturb me,” she said. and my hus- 
band told me to go back to sleep again. 
Then the stewardess came along and 
yelled, ‘Hverybody on deck.’ There was 
no disturbance in filling the small boats. 
My husband put me in, kissed me good- 
by and commended me to God. After I 
got into the boat two men tried to step 
in. An officer said that the boat was 
only for women and they stepped right 
back. . 

*I was in my night dress. The cold 
reached my brain and everybody in the 
boat was so benumbed from cold that 
we could not realize what a terrible thing 
had happened. Then somebody said, 
‘It’s gone,’ and we sat there without 
showing any emotion.”

, BOILERS REND GREAT SHIP. 


I ohn Snyder and his wife of Indianapolis 
told how the boilers of the Titanic exploded 
and literally tore the ship to pieces. 


We were in our stateroom and I was 
asleep,” Mr. Snyder said. “ The jar that 
came when the ship struck the berg did 
not even awaken me, and later when my 
wife aroused me we could hear persons 
running about the ship. Then a steward 
came and told us that there was danger 
and that we had better dress at once. 

We did dress and went on the second 
deck. There seemed no great excitement 
among the passengers, although the officers 
of the ship were giving orders to the crew 
to lower the lifeboats and were telling the 
passengers to get into them. 

“We were told to get into a boat ene we 
did, although at the time I much preferred 
staying on the Titanic. It looked safe on 
the Titanic and far from safe in the life- 
boat. Before we knew what was being 
done with us we were swung from the 
Titanic into the sea and then the boat was 
so crowded that the women lay on the bot- 
tom to give the crew a chance to row. 


TITANIC SINKS QUICKLY. 


“We went about 200 yards from the Ti- 
tanic. We could see nothing wrong except 
that the big boat seemed to be settling at 
the bow. Still we could not make ourselves 
believe that the Titanic would sink. But 
the Titanic continued to settle, and we 
could see the passengers plunging about the 
decks and hear their cries. 

“We moved further away. Suddenly 
there came two sharp explosions as the 
water rushed into the boiler room and the 
boilers exploded. 

“The Titanic was torn in two and foun- 
dered. The explosions counteracted the 
effect of the suction made when the big 
boat went to the bottom and it is more 
than probable that this saved some of the 
lifeboats from being drawn to the bottom. 


EXPLOSIONS KILLED MANY. 


“ Following the explosion we could see 
perhons hanging to the side railings of 
the sinking boat. It is my opinion that 
many persons were killed by these explo- 
sions and were not drowned. 

“Others of the passengers were tossed 
into the water. For an hour after the 
explosions we could see them swimming 
about in the water or floating on the life 
belts. We could hear their groans and 
their cries for help, but we did not go to 
them. To have done this would have 
swamped our own boat and everybody 
would have been lost. Several persons

Here I saw the last of John B. Thayer and 
George B. Widener of Philadelphia.” 


Mrs. Astor in No Danger. 

While utterly exhausted, from hen expert- 
ences, Mrs. John Jacob Astor wae declared 
tonight by Nicholas Biddle, a trustee of the 
Astor estate, to be in no danger whatever. 
Her physicians, however, had given orders 
that neither Mrs. Astor nor her maid, who 
was saved with her, be permitted to talk 


about the disaster.“ 


On landing from the Carpathia, the young 
bride, widowed by the Titanic’s sinking, told 
“members of her family what she could recall 
of the circumstances of the disaster. 


Thought Husband by Her Side. 

Of how Col. Astor met his death, she had 
no definite conception. She recalled, she 
thought, that in the confusion as she was 
about to be put inte one of the boats the 
colonel was standing by her side.

INVESTIGATE BOATS ON LAKE, 
CITY COMMISSIONER’S ADVICE. 


Ericsson Says Now Is Time to See if 
Enough Lifeboats and Life Preservers 
Are Provided Overloaded Vessels. 


“Now is the time for Chicago people to 
become interested about boats that ply Lake 


engen and demand that safety apply to 


all the boats’ there,“ said ‘Building Commis- 
sioner Ericsson yesterday. It is just the 
time to see whether or not they have enough 
lifeboats and life preservers. Friends of 
mine tell me they crowd on these boats in the 
summer time in droves, and load boats that 
should carry 1,000 passengers with 2,000 
passengers. What would such boats de in 
case of a wreck or storm? Chicago can take 
a lesson from the Titanic, and lay the founda- 
tion for some reform that may prove valu- 
able. 

Mr. Ericsson advanced the idea that dis- 
aster like the one which befell the Titanic 
might be lessened by compelling ships to 
travel in pairs, or having a smaller com- 
panion ship accompany all large passenger 
ships. 

“A smaller boat could attend the larger 
one, he said, and travel nearby in the dey 
time and farther away at night, far enough 
to prevent possibility of collision, but near 
enough so in case of trouble like that the 
Titanic encountered the lives of the pas- 
sengers could be saved. The boats need not 
be large ones that accompany liners, but 
they should be large enough to care for all 
the passengers.”

Part of the funds collected may be 
used also for the families of the dead sailors 
of the Titanic, hundr of whom, Miss 
Boardman believes, sacrificed their chances 
of life that American women might be saved. 

In spite of the. fact that the Titanic was a 
British boat and that the British Red Cross 
is expected to respond to the emergeticy, the 
American Red Cross, Miss Boardman said, 
would not forget the British sallors who died 
to save American women. The Red Cross 
society already has appropriated 8000 from 
its contingent fund. 


President Taft to Contribute. 
President Taft, it was said at the Red Cross 
offices, will personally add a substantial 
amount for the relief. ;

The coroners 
of New York county would have authority 
over any bodies taken from the Carpathia. 
The Municipal lodging house, which has 
accommodations for 700 persons, was to 
throw open its doors and furnish lodging and 
food to any of the survivors as long as they 
should need it. Commissioner of Charities 
Drummond did net know,.of course, just how 
great the call would be for the services of 
his department. He went to the Cunard pier 


tonight to direct his part of the work in per- 
son. 


Twenty Ambulances Ready. 
Meanwhile twenty ambulances were ready 
for instant movement on the city’s pier at 


the foot of East Twenty-sixth street. They 


were ready to take patients to the reception 
hospital connected with Bellevue or the Met- 
ropolitan hospital on Blackwell's island. Am- 
balances from the Kings county hospital in 
Brooklyn were also there to do their 
share. All the other hospitals in the 
city stood ready to take the Titanic’s 
people and those that had ambulances prom- 
ised to send them. 

The charities ferry boat Thomas 8. Bren- 
nan, equipped. as a hospital craft, lay off 
the department pier with nurses and physi- 
cians, expecting to be called to the Cunard 
pier on the other side of the city, Mr. 
Drummond said that St. Vincent's hospital 
had 120 beds ready, New York hospital 
twelve, Bellevue and the Reception hospital 
120, and the Flower hospital 12. 

The House of Shelter maintained by the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigration Aid so- 
ciety announced that it was able to care for 
at least 50 persons as long as might be neces- 
sary. The German society, the Swedish Im- 
migrant society, and the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association were among the organiza- 
tions that also offered to see that no needy 
survivor would go without. shelter. 


Offers New St. Luke’s Ward. 

Mrs. W. A. Bastedo, whose husband is a 
member of the staff of St. Luke’s hospital, 
offered to the White Star line the use of the 
newly opened ward at St. Luke's which will 
accommodate from thirty to sixty persons. 
She said that the hospital could send four 
ambulances with nurses and doctors and 
that she had collected clothipg- enough for 
fifty persons. 

The company accepted her offer and said 
that the hospital would be kept informed as 
to what was needed. A trustee of Bellevue 
also called at the White Star offices to offer 


| ambulances. He said that five or six, with 


two or three doctors and nurses on each, 
could be sent to the pier if required. 

A woman living in Fiftieth street just off 
Fifth avenue wished to put her home at the 
disposal of the suryivors. D. H. Knott of 
102 Waverly place told the mayor that he 
could take care of 100 and give them both 
food and lodging at the Arlington, Holly, 
and Earl hotels. Commissioner Drummond 
viaited the city hall and arranged with the 
mayor the plans for the relief to be extended 
directly by the city. Mr. Drummond said 
that omnibuses would be provided to trans- 
fer passengers from the ship to the mu- 
nicipal lodging house. | 


Millionaires Offer Automobiles. 

Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. spent the day 
telephoning to her friends, asking them to 
let their automobiles be used to meet the 
Carpathia and take away those who needed 
surgical care. It was announced tonight 
that as a result of Mrs. Vanderbilt's efforts 
100° limousine automobiles. and all the Fifth 
avenue and Riversiae drive automobile buses 


would be at the Cunard pier when the Car- 


pathia docked. 

There was no inspection of immigrants at 
Ellis island. Instead the commissioner sent 
seven or eight inspectors to the plier to do 
their work there and he asked them to do 
it with the greatest possible speed and the 
least possible bother to the shipwrecked 
aliens. The immigrants who had no friends 
to meet them were provided for until their 
cases could be disposed of. Mr. Williams 
thought that some of them who had lost 
everything might have ty be sent back to 
their homes. Those who were to be admitted 
to the United States were to be cared for by 
the women’s relief committee.

Steamer in Lake Michigan. 


MORAN CRUSHED IN ICE PACK 


Conestoga of the Same Line Canght a 
Few Weeks Ago. 


Capt. Edwin G. Crosby of Milwaukee, Wie, 
the veteran Lake Michigan steamship own- 
er, who is reported as, among the missing 
on the {ll fated Titanic, lost one of the pas- 
senger steamers of his line several years ago 
when the Moran, an frow bulled boat, was 
literally crushed to pieces in the floes on 
Lake Michigan, within sight of the pliers at 
Grand Haven, Mich. No lives were lost, as 
passengers and crew were able to reach 
shore across the ice when it was seen that 
the vessel was doomed. 

The Moran was owned by the Crosby Trans 


| portation company, of which E. G. Crosby 


was president, and was one of the best pas- 
enger steamers in service on Lake Michigan 
at the time. 


° Another Ship in Floes. 

The Conestoga, also of the Crosby line, 
was caught in the ice floes near the Wisconsin 
shore several weeks ago, and narrowly es- 
caped being crushed. The wind changed, 
and after a hard struggle the boat managed 
to reach a sheltering harbor. 

About six years ago the iron hulled Naomi 
of the same line caught fire while in mid- 
lake in the dead of night and burned to the 
water's edge. Only the iron hull of the ves- 
sel remained. 


Passengers Are Rescued. 

All the passengers and crew were rescued 
by freighters attracted to the scene by the 
giare of the flames. The hull was towed 
to Grand Haven and later gent to dry dock, 
where the steamer was rebuilt.

Two Demoeratie Meetings Likely 
Today as Result of Sulli- 
van Victory. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Peoria, III., April 18—[Special.]—Roger Sul- 


livan. whipped the Hearst-Harrison forces of 


Cook county tonight at a meeting of the state 
central committee when the state Demo- 
cratic organigation voted to seat only sixty- 
seven of the 404 Hearst- Harrison state con- 
vention delegates from Cook county. 

This was the first skirmish between the 
Cook county factionsin the fight which prom- 
ises to result in two Democratic state con- 
ventions here tomorrow. Immediately after 
the committee decision against them the 
Hearst-Harrison Heutenants went into con- 
ference. 
According to the Harrison henchmen there 
is little likelihood that they will abide by the 
decision of the committee and a rump con- 
vention is almost a certainty: Mayor Harri- 
son and other leaders refused to talk for pub- 
lication until they had thoroughly canvassed 
the situation. : 


Evidence Not Taken. 
Actording to Robert Redfield and Con- 
gressman A. J. Sabath, who appeared befora 
the state committee, they were given no op- 
portunity to present their evidence that the 


armory Convention in Chicago was legal. 


They offered, they declared, affidavits from 
798 Cook county precinct committeemen 
showing they took part in the Hearst-Har- 
rison convention in Chicago. : 

The committee, however, ruled that only 
delegates from the First, Eighth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Twenty-fifth, and Thirty-fourth 
wards would be seated from the Harrison 
camp. 

Under the unit rule the Sullivan forces are 
in overwhelmſng control of the Cook county 
delegation and can vote the entire 404 votes 
vs every question before tomorrow's conven- 
tion. 

The Sullivan men, who compose the regular. 
organization, declare they will control fifteen 
of the sixteen downstate district delegations, 
and maintain they can win without Coox 
county. They say, however, that they were 
robbed by the H.-H. alliance in the Chicago 
convention and are only asserting their 
rights in demanding that a majority of their 
delegates be seated. 

The Hearst-Harrison faction received a 
shock when it discovered that under the 
state committee call the district caucuses 
will be presided over by men designated by 
the state chairman, a Sullivan lieutenant. 


Control of Committees. 

As these caucuses will recommend members 
of the credentials and other important com- 
mittees, as well as district delegates to Bal- 
timore, the presiding officers of the twenty- 
five meetings are expected to be the prin- 
cipal faciors. 

Mayor Fred J, Kern of Belleville, a stanch 
Sullivan man, has been suggested for tem- 
porary chairman. The state committee prob- 
ably will be in session far into the night, 
considering the Cook county muddle. 

Downstate politicians here confess their 
disgust with the Chicago situation, and pre- 
dictions were freely made that the riotous 
scenes preceding the two Cook county con- 
ventions would cost the Democratic state 
ticket thousands of votes in the fall cam- 


paign. 


Sullivan Men Arrive First. 

The regular organization leaders, with Na- 
tional Committeeman Sullivan and State 
Chairman Boeschenstein at their head, were 
the first on the ground, 

The Hearst-Harrison contingent, led by 
the Chicago executive and Congressman A. 
J. Sabath, temporary chairman of the H.-H. 
Cook county managing committee, arrived 
on a late afternoon train. 

Two hours later the streets of Peoria were 
filled with shouting Sullivan adherents from 
Chicago, who arrived nearly 900 strong on 
a special train.

an electric line. Mr. Martin found the rafi- 
road never had given the original Ruggles a 
contractifor any kind of work and that the 
names of the officials appended to the docu- 
ment were forgeries. ' 


Gives Facts to State’s Attorney. 

The alleged shady loan was made last De- 
cember, Ruggles borrowed $10,000 from Mr. 
Martin on other eontracts.. The latter 
brought his evidence yesterday to Assistant 
State’s Attorney Arnold. He asked for im- 
mediate grand jury action. The assistant 
state's attorney. advised him to swear outa 
warrant eharging the young financier with 
operating a confidence game. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Frederick Burnham will 
progecute the case in the Municipal court. 

The complaining witness deals in perfectly 
good investments himself and doubly regrets 
his loss. Mr. Martin would not discuss the 
warrant. His attorney was “ not at home.” 
On Ruggles’ list of creditors appeared the 
names of Samuel K. Martin Jr., $20,000, and 
Mrs. Hattie A. Martin, $10,000, making the 
total loss for the family $45,000. 

According to the story told Assistant State’s 
Attorney Arnold, contracts frequently 
were offered by Ruggles as collateral. When 
the loan became due he would pay the prin- 
cipal and interest and a bonus. 


Gets Money on Contracts.“ 

A few weeks later he would appear with 
another contract and make another loan. 
It is a popular theory that he would pay one 
loan with another. He was $200,000 behind 
-when he decided to quit. 

A number of banks which appear in the 
list of créditors will give their mora! support 
to the prosecution of Ruggles. Among them 
is the Centra] Trust company, which is a sep- 
arate institution fromthe Central Trust Com- 
pany of Illinois. Ruggles’ financial dealings 
with these institutions also. will be revealed 
in the preliminary hearing.

Of the Republicans, Ald. Fisher has been 
considered with Long and Thomson for a 
place on the finance committee. If he does 
not land the honor of being the chairman of 
the local industries committee hts name may 
be substituted for that of Long on the finance. 

Thomson has been repeatedly discussed for 
chairman of the committee on buildings and 
city hall, but Ald. Lipps is said to want to 
retain. that, provided he cannot win over 
Ald. Block for first place on the local trans- 
portation committee. 

If Lipps is made chairman of the trans- 
portation committee Thomson is slated for 
chairman of the buildings committee and 
Fisher for a place on the finance committee. 

Long has been a strong contender for chair-
